St. Petersburg, Oct. 20.— For the 
moment heavy raina and Impasaable 
roada hare eonpalM ft luspenalop of 
opcratlona In Manchuria. There was 
Uttle fighting Wednesday and none 
whatever Wednesday iiiMlit. 

There is evidence of a new disposi- 
tion of the forces on both sides, Gen. 
Kuropatkin ia extending hia right, 
whether with a .view to a turning 
movement for the safety of I^one Tree 
hill, the Importance of which is fully 
realized by the Japanese, who have 
attompft il to retake it In two night 
jittaiks, or whether to meet and 
thwart a Japanese turning movement 
from the west, has not yet developed. 
The .Japanese also appear to be shift- 
ing weight to the westward. 

Veiled liints eoiiiimie to arrivr iIkii 
the Russians have recovered from the 
blow inflicted last weeic by Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, and that Gen. Kuropatkin 
is preparing to renew the stniggle as 
Kcion ns the roads bcroiiK' dry. Two 
disjiatchcs from .Mul{den mention re- 
ports that the Japanese already arc 
preparing to retire, and the war office 
admits that Kuropatkin's left has 
again moved slightly forward; but 
there is no light upon the movements 
of the Japanese. 

There is no late news from Toliio; 
and an enemy so resourceful may re- 
ally be preparing a surprise move- 
ment Instead of a retreat, relieving 
the pressure on the front with a view 
to accomplish it from the southwest 
on the f1anl<. 

Many critics continue to believe 
that Gen. Kuropatkin intends to re- 
turn to the line of the Hun river. 

The enforced cessation of opera- 
tions by the had weather, if the Jap- 
uneFe offensive iiad really exhausted 
Itself, gives both armies a chance to 
breathe and pull themselves together 
aqd would seem to insure as much 
benefit to one side as to the other for 
practical purposes. When operations 
recommence they will assuiiie an en- 
tirely new phase, with new disposi- 
tions and objectives. Last week s bat- 
tle has ended, and it goes into history 
as a Russian defeat. .When opera- 
tions are resumed a new battle will 
begin. 

'I'lie movement of troops on the Eu- 
ropean Russian western frontier and 
the preparations to reduce garrisons 
in this region, revive talk of a com- 
plete understanding with Germany, 
under which the frontier will bo pro 
tected so as to permit of tlie dispatch 
to Manelniria of troops siaiioned in 
Poland. There are about tiMU.ouo sol 
diers In Poland, comprising some of 
the. best troops In the empire. It is 
already known that all of three corps 
in the vilna government will 'lo Includ 
ed in (Jen. (;ripi)enl)erK's ainiy.

Roosevelt has instructed Secretary of 
War Taft to make a personal visit to 
the Isthmus of Panama and there to 
confer with the president and other 
omciais of the Panama government re- 
garding (jnestions arising out of pos- 
sesBlon by the United States of the 
canal aone. 

The secretary will leave probably 
November 14. and la directed to take 
with him such persons as be may de- 
sire.

United States has boon most bitter, 
and has gone so far as to occasion 
threats of dyiiaiiiitln^: tile caitital. and 
resorting to other violent methods of 
expressing the disapproval of the peo- 
ple at the attitude of the United 
States.
